NEW ORLEANS, May 16.— 
With a serious break reported 
in the levee at Hymelia, anoth- 
ed big area added today to the 
already vast acreage in Lou­ 
isiana already inundated. One 
hundred and ten thousand are 
homeless. The property dam­ 
age runs into many millions. 
The revenue cutters Win­ 
dole and Winona conveying 
a fleet of motorboats started 
today to the rescue of five 
thousand people marooned by 
the break in the levee at Hyme­ 
lia. Twenty parishes and twen­ 
ty towns are flooded. Six ne­ 
groes were drowned today. 
SEATTLE, Wash, May 16. 
— More than three hundred 
forest fires are raging in West­ 
ern Washington near the Can­ 
adian border. The town of Sul­ 
tan is menaced. It is rumored 
six are dead at Acme. The re­ 
port is unconfirmed. Five bod­ 
ies have been recovered at
